AMERICANS ARE 


FREE WORLD-FUR 


W ashington, Nov. 6 (AP)—Pres! 
dent Roosevelt declared today that 
the American people had made “an 
unlimited com m itm ent’’ th a t there 
shall be a free world, and called on 
all free nations to plan for a sound 
social and economic world order a ft­ 
er the w'ar. 
The Chief Executive also assailed 
a "misguided" few—both industrial­ 
ists and leaders of labor—for plac­ 
ing personal advantage above the 
welfare of the United States and 
for delaying defense output by using 
their “economic power” to force ac­ 
ceptance of their demands rather 
than using established 
mediation 
machinery’ 
U. S. Has Commitment 
Addressing 250 delegates repre­ 
senting 33 nations at the concluding 
session of the International Labor 
Office conference :n the east room of 
tile White House, tile President said: 
The American people have made 
an 
unlimited 
com mitm ent 
that 
there shall be a free world. Against 
that commitment, no individual or 
group shall prevail.” 
Declaring labor under the Nazi 
system had become the "slave of the 
military state," and that Berlin to­ 
day was the “principal slave market 
of the world.” Mr. Roosevelt added: 
“Tile American worker has no 
illusions about the fate th a t awaits 
him and his free labor organizations 
if Hitler should win. He knows that 
his own liberty and the very safety 
of the people of the United States 
cannot be assured in a world which 
is three-fourths slave and one-fourth 
free. He knows th at we must furn­ 
ish arms to Britain, Russia and 
China and that v c must do it now— 
today.”

Lysle. a rock-ribbed republican, 
regarded as the old man river of 
western Pennsylvania politics, was 
defeated in Tuesday’s election by J. 
Frank Buchanan, 39-year-old school 
teacher—basketball coach who was 
in knee pants when Lysle first took 
office in 1913. 
"The mayor”—banker and beggar 
alike among 
McKeesport’s 55,000 
residents knew Lysle only as that— 
was seeking his eighth consecutive 
term. 
But the final count showed he 
lost by 281 votes to J. Flank Buch­ 
anan, who ran on the democratic 
ticket, although he helped Lysle win 
his seventh term by campaigning 
for the veteran in 1937. 
Buchanan, a self-styled “political 
non-conformist” had been a repub­ 
lican most of his life, but he said 
he "always was a new dealer at 
heart.” 
He never before has held 
public office, and told voters the city 
needed a change. 
Lysle's magnetic 
influence 
had 
kept McKeesport republican through 
one democratic landslide after an­ 
other. His defeat Tuesday was to­ 
tally unexpected in view of the re­ 
publican resurgence in the rest of 
Allegheny 
county, 
especially 
in 
neighboring Pittsburgh. 
“Those things will happen," com­ 
mented Lysle shrugging off his de­ 
feat philosophically. 
“Now I guess 
I’ll go back to my real estate busi­ 
ness.”

Young birds have 
se characteristics: Fine. smooth, 
liable and tender skin with some 
e feathers but few long hairs; 
ft and elastic flesh, and a soft 
theme, easily bent at the end. 
uick-frozen poultry is sold clean 
d drawn, ready for cooking.

Giblets and 
k need careful washing. 
Personally, I have always advocat- 
dtuffing the bird the day before it 
to be roasted.

Modern methods call for roasting 


on a wire rack in an uncovered 
roaster, with no water added. Use 
low-to-moderate heat. 
The larger 
the bird, the lower the cooking tem ­ 
perature. A turkey weighing between 
six and nine pounds needs two and 
one-half to three hours at 325 de­ 
grees F. A ten to thirteen pounder 
requires three to four hours at 
300 degrees F., and a super-turkey 
for th at big family reunion (weigh­ 
ing in the twenties), m ust stay 
seven or eight hours in a 250 degree 
oven. 
Star “pupils” in Cooking School 
do not need to be reminded th at 
fowl is much improved by a thor­ 
ough rub with pure shortening be­ 
fore it goes into the roasting oven. 
Another ronsting 
wrinkle is the 
shrouding of the bird in a white 
cloth th a t has been dipped in melted 
shortening. 
Use of this cloth does not prevent 
browning, but it may be removed 
about one-half hour before the bird 
is done, to encourage extra crispness. 
The shortening does improve flavor 
and texture, with the result th at the 
inner flesh 
retains moisture and 
sweetness, and the skin does not 
dry out. 
Timing Chart 
At the start of the cooking, the 
gobbler cooks breast-side down, rest­ 
ing on his aldermanic stomach. He 
should be basted over the cloth with 
fat from the bottom of the pan or 
with extra shortening, if the pan 
seems dry. Large turkeys are turned 
over, breast-side up, about half way 
through the roasting process. They 
may be turned from side to side 
occasionally. Or they may be turned 
once each hour. Small turkeys do 
better if turned every half hour 
Here Is a timing chart for roast 
turkey: 
7-10 
lbs.—300' F.— 30 min. 
per lb. 
10-15 
lb s—300 F.—20 min. 
per lb. 
15-20 
lb s—300 F.—18 min. 
per lb. 
Since the quality, age and other 
factors vary, any chart must be 
adapted to the “bird in hand.”
